WINDSOR. Ontarii>. July 13. — After an interval 
of three years racing will be resumed at the Wind- 
sor Jockey I’lub cours«‘ tomorrow. Tresident UtKirRe 
M. Hendrie and Secretary Walter O. I’armer have 
made elaborate preparations to make the occasion 
jin auspicious one, and what is conceded to be the 
ta-st proitram of the Canadiau season to date has 
iM-eii offered. Altogether will la? distrib- 

uted In stakes and purses during the seven day?f 
of racing, the oiKUiiug day offering amounting to 
$19,100. 

The Krontier Handicap of $10,000 added, at one 
mile and an eighth, is the big attraction that will 
bring to the old Windsor course what is predicted 
will be the largest crowd in the history of the 
Windsor Jockey Club. Probably the best field 
ever named for this isipular fixture is scheduled 
to face the starter tomorrow. Kleven high-class 
thoroughbreds are named in the overnight accept- 
ances. and it is certain that tls* majority of them 
will start. W'. S. Kilmer’s star campaigner. Ex- 
terminator, is the choice on the eve of the big 
rae<*, but there will l>e plenty of supiwrt for E. B. 
Mcl>*an’s grand little horse. The Porter, and the 
siH*edy Irish Kiss. Nor will Drastic, in at 114 
|M>unds, and Midnight Sun with 112, lack admirers, 
to say nothing of the Hamilton and Canudian 
Derby winner,^ Paul Weidel. 

Surely a great race is in prospect, the b«“st that 
bas been s»-en on the Canadian circuit this year. 
The remainder of the opening day card is com- 
lK)«e<l of overnight races that have filled well and 
the even calibre of the contestants enten'd prom- 
ises s<ime interesting s|»ort. 

Many stables are here from Kentucky and the 
presence of horses from that section will bring 
add 4 -d interest and also uncertainty to the results 
of the different races. The track is in splendid 
condition and the meeting promises not only to 
be a high-class one, but the l»est ever held by the 
Windsor Jo<-key Club. 

J. S. Healy is due to arrive any hour with eight 
of the Willis Sharpe Kilmer horses, including the 
crack Exterminator.

Great meetings have been held at “Fair I.atonia” in the past, but none that ever approached in 
brilliancy and grandeur the one that closed Saturday. Begiiiniiig on June .5, the meeting <-ontinued for 
thirty-one racing days, during which time 217 races were run and the immense sum of $42.5.5.52 was 
distributed in stakes and purses, the daily average distribution amounting to $13,727. ’riie attendance 
was even larger than the most roseate exiK'ctations of the management, while on holidays, Saturda.vs 
and siM'cial feature days the plant was inadequate to uccummialiite the crowds. Some of the best horses 
in the country, stars of the E.-ist and West, were seen under colors at different times ami the simrt was 
high class, clean and unattended by any unsavory incidents.

— The racing scene 
will shift tomorrow from .Vquedint to Yonkers, 
where the Empire City Racing Association will b“- 
gin its summer meeting of sixteen days with the 
running of the Empire Cit.v Hamlicap as the prin- 
cipal attraction of opening day. Buccessful as 
was the Yonkers meeting of last year, predictions 
are being freely mailc that the coming one will 
far surpass it in every wa;.-. Certainly im better 
program was ever arrangtsi by the Empire City 
Racing ,1 ss<h iati<m than tin* one offcreii this year. 
-\ stake race has been iirovideil for every racing 
day except two ami Iwth the values of the feature 
events and the overnight races have been in- 
creased. No purse will Im of less value than $l.(Jt)0 
aml^ the stakes range in value from $fi.lglU ilown to 
$2..5(,'«, a total of $t!l,j0tj being given away in 
stakes alone. 

For tomorrow’s oiK-ning the Empire City Handi- 
cap of $li.U00 guaranteed at one mile and an eighth 
is expected to furnish a esmtest that wili delight 
the large crowd sure to l>e iiiesent, unless a sudden 
change In weather brings a heavy rainstorm. Of 
the original forty-six maninatkiis to this feature, 
only five are named to go, but what the field 
may lack in size is more than offset by the high 
<iuality of acceptances. With such well-known 
stars of the turf as Audacious, Boniface. Dr. 
Clark, Mad Hatter and Naturalist making up the 
field, patnais of the Yonkers course are assured 
a real rats-, a struggle between e<iuiue giants 
fighting every inch of the way from the rise cf 
the barrier until the finish line is reached. 

In ad<lition to the stake feature the Katonah 
Highweight Handicap is offered as a supplementar.v 
attraction and a large and fine field of sprinters 
are programmed to contest it with such speedy 
ones as Old Rosebud, Lion d’Or, War Mask. 
Hasten On. Quietude, Sandy Beal, among others of 
the iirobable starters. 

Indeed everything points to an auspicious open- 
ing at the Hill Top course and a meeting on par 
with tla' best. 

The S|K'cuIatioii Selling Handicap, at one mile, 
was the stake fi-ature for the closing da.v of the 
most successful meeting ever held at the Aipieduct 
track. As a secondar.v attraction a handicap at 
SIX and a half furlongs drew a small field of good 
sprinters. 

R. T. Wilson’s Thunderstorm proved the best in 
the stake, nutracing his opponents from tlie start 
and winning easil.v from Elmendorf, which cenie 
from the rear. Thrift finished third easily 
Kashmir and Tom McTaggart ran far below their 
rec»'iit gmal form. 

On Watch had little trouble in winning the sprint 
feature, overtaking the leaders wiien ready ami 
drawing clear to win easil.v. Kui»er came from 
far back and outsta.ved Bill.v Kell.v for second 
place. Billy Kell.v hung on well under his crush- 
ing imiMist and helil third place safe from Marie 
Miller, which tired finally.
